Response to Amendment: 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 1/3/2006 with respect to 
claims 1-19 are not deemed persuasive. 

Applicant asserts that Memhard fails to teach applying a 
policy based on a label associated with the media stream. 

The examiner disagrees. Memhard clearly teaches using a 
control token (label) associated with a media stream to control 
data output signals, e.g., allowing output signals from chaired 
person while suppressing others (see col 9, lines 10-36) . It is 
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submitted that this teaching still meets new limitations in the 
present claims . 

The applicant also asserts that the claimed "'labels" are 
used to describe the roles of the media streams. 

The examiner is unable to find the alleged limitations in 
the present claims .
